ffarrisburg, 


Tlie Western Express on the Penn- 
svlvania Railroad leavine: New York at 
6:30 
m., and Philadelphia at 9:20 
IS due at Harrisburg at 12:15 a. m. 
Saturday morning it*'^vas several min- 
utes late leaving Philadelphia and had 
not made u p the lost 
time when it 
reached Harrisburg. 
It was composed 
of a baggage car, express caj, three day 
coaches and the private car of George 
Westinghouse, the Pittsburg inventor of 
the air brakes. 
the train 
dashed 
into Harrisburg it was slopped a few 
minutes at Dock street, easf of the sta- 
tion to allow some shiitmg in the yards, 
the ilaginen being sent bnck to signal 
the second stction which vvas following 
closely. 
H e was soon called in a n d 
the train had but started when the sec 
ond faection dashed 
around the short 
curve a ie.v yards away. 
Then came 
a horrible grinding and cruahing sound 
and iiumedialely after the groans and 
shrieks of the injured and dying. 


It was but a few minutes until the 
indusinal establishments in South Har- 
risburg 
supplied 
an 
army 
of 
army of workers who did 
all in their 
power to rescue the imprisoned 
men, 
women and children ainl alleviate the 
suffering. 
T h e firemen a n d police 
force did excellent w i i k a n d 
assisted 
in -^etliiu the ii-jured to the city hos- 
uuaL 
Physicians and surgeons were 
also summoned and labored 
through 
out the mght to relieve Uie ¡»ain of the 
bruised and lacerated passengers. T e n 
persons were killed, ai.d between twen- 
ty and thirty injured. 


T h e story of the accident is brief. 
'I'he finst section stopped within a few 
hundred yards of the union station and 
was just starting when the second sec. 
tion, heavy train of puilman 
sleepers 
'and one express and baggage car com- 
bined, .plunged into the private car t»i 
VVestinghouse a n d drove it forward, 
crushing the three day coaches 
ahead 
into kindling wood in the twinkling of 
an eye. 
The locomotive ploughed its 
way through the private cau but not a 
single 
member of the VVestinghouse 
party was scratched. 
I n the d a y 
coaches the awful carnage was taking 
place. 
Many 
passengers 
half 
asleep 
were awakened by the terrible crashing 
while others ne\er knew the fate which 
overtook them. 
Engineer Hugh Keely 
and Fireman Harry Neal sat in the cab 
of the locomotive which buried itself 
in the Westinghouse 
car. 
As their 
train 
rounded 
the curve at Uock St., 
they 
realized the awlul blunder that 
somebody had committed, but it was 
too late to aveit the catastrophe. T h e 
engine crushed 
into the first section 
and the baggage car behind, pressed 
ioiward by ihe ponderous 
Pullman 
sleepers capped the locomotive with its 
splintered fragments. 
T h e smokestack 
was knocked cff and the 
locomotive 
practically 
dismantled. 
As if by a 
miracle the cab in which the engineer 
and fireman was not touched and they 
escaped. 
Both were siunned by the 
tremendous 
concussion. 
Two of the 
day coaches were ¡»artly overturned and 
the 
heljiless 
occupants 
screamed in 
agony. 
Willing 
hands 
helped 
them 
out cf the debris and with blood stream- 
ing from their faces they presented a 
ghastly spectacle. 
Later in the morn- 
ing the body of an unkni>wn 
young 
girl was found in the wreckage with 
her 
head severed from the body was 
identified as that of Miss Lizzie Blair, 
who was accompanying 
Mis. 
Mary 
Granger to Seattle, VVashington. 


T h e Coroner's jury Saturday after- 
noon held an inquest, which virtually 
settled the (juestion of responsibility 
after H. S. Hayes, the railroad 
opera- 
tor at Steelton lower, had 
given his 
testimony. 
Hayes confessed 
that he 
had permitted the second 
section of 
the express l o g o on the block letore 
he was notified 
that the 
first 
secli(;n 
had lelt it and before he knew that the 
block was clear. 
H e also had two 
other persons with Inm in the signal 
tower, contrary to the company's or- 
ders. 
'I'he operatoi is a country youth 
froili York county, who has been on 
duly only a year. 
H e was committed 
to jail, charged with voluntary 
man- 
slaughter, and does nothing but weep 
and 
waiJ in lub cell, and tfica lu ex- 
plain his conduct in pabbit g tiie hecond 
seciion on the block by suymg ibai 
used his judgment, sujiposuig the fir^t 


seciion had passed Dock street 
tower 
into the 
Harrisburg 
station. 
Friday 
night was his first in the steelton tower, 
although he had served at a number of 
places before. 


T h e terrific rain fall of last Wednes- 
day night a n d Thursday proved the 
most disastrous of any storm ever before 
experienced about Galena, Ills. T h e 
Galena river rose at the rate of an inch 
a minute, and the main streets Thurs- 
day night were flooded and row boats 
were resorted to as the only means of 
crossing the streets. 
The basements of 
every business house in Galena 
were 
iloofied with deep water, 
Ai one hotel 
the water stood seven feet deep in the 
dining '^room and another the 
parlor 
floor 
was 
several 
feet 
under 
water. 
Business men who attempted to rescue 
books and papers found themselves up 
to their necks in waltr in their own of 
fices and were obliged to leave every- 
thing in order to escape with their lives. 
T h e custom 
house floor was flooded 
two 
feet deep, as was the floor of the 
Merchants* Bank. 
The 
upper bridge 
owned by the Illinois Central, notwith- 
standing heavy ballast of stone laden 
freight cars, broke away and was hurl- 
ed into the nver, ballast and all. T h e 
heavy 
iron 
structure, 
known as the 
Green 
street 
bridtie, was carried off 
completely. 
Landslides obstructed the 
railroads, as many as twenty of the ob 
structions covering the Burlineton anil 
& Norihern tracks between Galena and 
Galena junction, a distance of three 
miles. 
Seven miles of the Northwest- 
ern track IS washed away.

Have tho lentils cooked in

TIPS ON LAYTNQ MNOLEUAfS. 


While it is difficult to follow a system* 
in fitting oilcloths and linoleums, a few 
cardinal rules must be observed, and wo 
venture to suggest 
them. 
In rutting 
linoleum from a diagram allow an inch 
at the ends. If it is not to be laid at once 
allow also a fraction on the width, for 
shrinkage is probable both ways. 
Get 
the diagram correct to the fraction of an 
inch, so that if cutting must be done for 
centre pieces or register holes it can be 
done before the cloth is laid on the room. 
Tack linoleum after butting the edges 
evenly within 
an invisible 
brad, say 
four inches apart, and if possiole line 
the edges with au adhesive paste. 
Get 
the floor smooth by dressiuir the planks. 
Do not 
try to even it up by laying 
strips of paper lining over sinics in the 
floor. 
Nothing but a jack piano will 
serve. 
The future service of the cloth 
will depend 
upon the floor being per- 
fectly smooth. 
A nicely laid 
linoleum 
needs no binding, but should binding be 
desired for sake of appearance, use one- 
half inch brass binding. 
Let Imoleum,. 
like oilcloth, lay face clown several days 
in the store before fitting it, 
Anothei 
reason for having the cloth 
made per- 
fectly ready for the apartment is to avoidi 
scratching the baseboard with surplus 
cloth, and the ceitainty of cutting the 
ends untrue. 
The balance of the detail 
must be left to the skill of 
the layer. 
We olfer no antidote for blisters and 
puifs which 
appear in 
the 
centre of 
sheets 
of 
linoleum or 
oilcloth. 
The 
manufacturer comes in there. 
Tlie seller 
bad better lie low and hope that Mrs. 
Jones will not put much stress on that 
"little swell," for he is powerless to help- 
it.—Carpet and Upholstery.

AVhenever a storm churns and lashes 
'the 
waves 
then 
Urge masses of 
this 
i>rcen tangle are torn from the bottom 
and often carry with them 
pieces 
of 
timber, the resin of fossil pine^, which 
beinii but 
slightly 
heavier than 
salt 
-water will float in the network of weeds. 


Upon bringing the floating meadows, 
"that cover the sea aftera propitious gale, 
ashore at given points, then; depends 
fin enormous gain to the amber dsher, 
who has rented certain portions of the 
.shore from the crown. 


At those times the villasres on the sea- 
-board are all astir with excitement. No- 
body thinks of rest, day or night, 
and 
.everyone is on the alert, ready to fly to 
the edge of the waves at the first alarm 
from the watchers. 
Men defy the roar- 
ing breakers, and, standing up to their 
.shoulders in the seething foam, catch 
wisps of seaweed in long nets and 
fling 
'them shoreward, where the women and 
-children gather 
from them the yellow 
jewels of the sea. 
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^nE DIVERS AT WOKK. 


In this manner as much us 
§14,OOU 
worth is known to have been gathered in 
a single night. 
But in spite ot the most 
rapid work it is not always 
possible to 
bring all the cast up amber ashore; the 
large pieces, especially, are apt to sink. 
They are gathered by means of 
long- 
handled nets, called ''catchers," when a 
bright day and a placid sea enables the 
amber-fisher's sight 
to 
penetrate 
the 
limpid water. 
Inasmuch as it is often 
necessary to turn over huge 
rocks, this 
work is very laborious; 
yet a 
case is 
•known where $t50U worth of amber amply 
repaid four men for 
a summer day's 
'drudgery. 


Recently, however, this mode has been 
•entirely abandoned in favor of one more 
in keeping with modern ingenuity 
and 
inventions. 


The company now having charge of 
'the 
entire industry 
recognized 
some 
.twenty years ago tiiefact that the largest 
»pieces of amber 
could not be easily 
•moved by the waves on account ot their 
weight, and that, therefore, a lucrative 
harvest could be gathered 
directly from 
the submerged portion 
of 
the 
amber- 
growing stratum. 


Accordingly 
divers were 
imported 
from Prance, but the very first attempt, 
though thorouglily satisfactory from a 
commercial point of view, deinonetrated 
that Frenchmen were not able to stand 
the rigid climate of eastern Prussia and 
Lithuanians were substituted foe them.

At the present time amber is mined 
from that portion ot t^ie "blue 
earth' 
stratum which cxtends.nto terra tirma. 


Difliculties that only the genius o:

sands and layers of gravel that admitted 
water from the sea, prevented extensive 
digciugs until a very recent time. 


Now, however, a drift that slants 
downward to a denth of 120 feet gives 
access to tunnels running in every di- 
rection. 


Out of 2,4o0,000 cubic feefc of '*bluo 
earth" were taken 405,003 pounds of 
amber, valued at nearly §500,ÜL»Ü, last 
year by mining. 


Every miner has strapped to him a 
bag in which he collects the large pieces 
of the valuable commodity. The looseupd 
dirt is carried away in small carts,which 
are h usted to the surface by elevators, 
and is then du?iipei into a largo bin, 
from whence it is carried by a stream of 
water into an arranüjement of sluices. I 
These have perforated iron bottom«;, that 
permit the sand and water to escape, re- 
taining only the amber and larger peo- 
bles, which are easily separate i. 


Before a minor is perinittei to loive 
the premises he is suomitted to a rii^or- 
0U3 search. 
Experience has thoroughly 
justifled this reijulation; other »vise, moat 
scrupulously honcat uien were known t-) 
have had straui^ely perverted

At the beginning of this century suo!i

since then, occasion still requires a fre- 
quent infliction of severe punishment, 


A recital of the curious and ingenious 
ways and means in which men have at- 
tempted to circumvent the vigila'iace of 
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the examiners would add a hicfhly inter- 
esting chapter to the history of fraud. 


Tne amber gathered in the mine aid 
the smaller 
pieces collected from the 
sluices are washed with sand in revolv- 
ing drums. 
This process 
removes the 
rough outer surface or rind from it and 
thereby enhances its commercial value. 


Next the pieces are sorted into nearly 
a hundred classes, each one repreieutini» 
some particular 
adaptation 
of the raw 
material. 


There are tliree main groups. 
Flat 
pieces that are made into smokers* uten- 
sils, round pieces for beads and jewelry 
and small fragments out of which ambei 
varnish is made. 


The output of last year was manufac- 
tured into $400,000 worth 
cf smokers' 
utensils, and the balance of some $S0,- 
UOO worth into jewelry and varnish. 


In certain countries, Austria, Bulgaria 
and Turkey, for example, the 
amber 
jewelry is greatly coveted by women on 
account of the superstition that it insures 
the wearer good luck and a long enjoy- 
ment of the qualities that make her at 
tractive.—New Orleans Picayune.

The color

above is of a dark smoky uray; darker, 
nearly blackish' on the head and sides of 
neck; chin, throat and forentck of the 
same general color, scarcely paler; rest 
of the under surface lip:ht ashy gray, with 
very slight if any fuliginous tinge, in 
strong: contrast to the dark line of the 
upper parts and the neck,the darker line 
being very sharply detine«!. 


The collector's label indicatej the color

A

tinuously for a month, will become use- 
less as regards the point used. 
It must 
be reset and the other point employed 
for cutting, which at the end of another 
month will also become useless, and the 
stone valueless for cutting glass. 
Other 
points can, of course, be made by arti- 
ficial means, but, curiously enough, they 
will not cut glass. 
This is probabK for 
the reason that the natural point is crys- 
talized in a peculiar manner, giving it 
hardness, which cannot be imitated arti- 
fically.—St. 
Louis Star Saying.

lution of whale-oil soap; or the liquid 
may be applied by sprinkling it on with 
a small whisk broom, being careful to 
have it wet the under as well as the up- 
per sides of the leaves. 
In greenhouses 
and conservatories these insects are com- 
monly destroyed by fumigating with to- 
bacco. 
Another method 
of 
using 
to- 
bacco is to steep it in the greonhouse.— 
New York World. 


A HONEY 
HOUSE. 


A suitable building for a beekeeper to 
work in need be nothing 
more 
than a 
simple, plain structure, cheaply made 
and about twelve feet square. 
A ransre 
of closed closets around two sides will 
be convenient 
for keeping utensils and 
all materials used in the business. 
There 
will be ample room left for extracting, 
putting sections together, and 
making 
hives, or packing 
honey 
for shipment 
and sale. 
It is indispensable for even a 
small apiary to have a special building 
for these purposes. 
As it costs only a 
little more to put a second story in it, 
it would be advisable to do this for use 
as a storage room for materials 
always 
needed in a bee business. 
It might also 
be desirable to have a good cellar under 
it for keeping the hives with 
the bees 
during the winter, instead 
of leaving 
them out of doors and unprotected.— 
New York Times. 


SPRAYING. 


Do not spray the fruit trees until after 
the blossoms have fallen. 
Apple trees 
should be sprayed for the codlin moth 
about a week after the blossoms com- 
mence to fall, or when the fruits are 
about the size of hazel nuts. 
This is the 
right time to do the most good and no 
harm. 
The second spraying is most 
beneticial if done about ten davs after the 
iirst. 
Peach, 
cherry 
and plum trees 
should also be sprayed only after the 
blossoms have fallen, and usually not 
until the latter part of May or early in 
June, the curculio in the adult form 
being killed then. 
Neither for the cod- 
lin moth nor for the curculio is it of any 
use to spay earlier, and spraying during 
the time of blossoming kills the farmers' 
and 
fruit-growers' friends, the honey 
bees, while they fre fertilizing the blos- 
soms, or, in other words, doing 
their 
share to insure a large crop of 
finely- 
developed fruit.—American Farmer, 


CABBAGE AND SQUASH. 


The 
market gardeners 
near 
large 
cities, with their lands worth from $500 
to §1000 an acre, must economize in the 
use of land and produce as many crops 
as possible from the same piece in one 
season. 
This can be done by the aid of 
hotbeds in starting the plants and by 
fertilizing the land, keeping it up to a 
high state of productiveness. A mistake 
is often made in planting two crops on 
the same land to mature about the same 
time. 


An Eastern seed grower and market 
gardener attempted 
to grow cabbage 
and squash upon the same land by plant- 
ing tho squash seed in the cabbage rows. 
The result was a maximum crop of cab- 
bage and a minimum crop of squash. 
Another equally 
successful 
gardener 
planted the two crops out omitted the 
cabbage on every third row, planting 
his squash seed there. 
The result was a 
large crop of both products harvested at 
the same time. 


Squashes 
and peas can be 
grown 
proiitabiy on the same land. 
One gar- 
dener gives as a result of the crops 
grown simultaneously a harvest of 2U0 
bushels of green peas and iive tons of 
squashes on the same piecb of land. But 
when 
we attempt to get returns from 
either simultaneous or second farming 
we must understand that land must be 
matured act jrdingly, as the soil cinnot 
be cheated out of a 
crop.—Irrigation 
Age. 


n o w TO RAISE IlETFEnS. 


"Right here," says Mr. King, in the 
Ohio Farmer, 
want to say a word 
about feeding those choice calves that are 
to build up our herd. I think it best for 
the cow, and decidely best for the calf, 
to let the latter remain with the cow at 
least three days, 
I do not wish you to 
understand me to advocate letting the 
calf have all the milk for this length pf 
time. Take all you can get twice a dav; 
the calf will 
bo sure to get enough. 
When you do take the calf away,the bet- 
ter way is to have them in a stable and 
quietly drive tho cow out, letting the 
calf remain, so she does not see you take 
it from her. 
Keep it where Bhe can 
neither see nor hear it,if possible. Leave 
it alone lor twelve hours. 
Oiler it some 
milk warm from the cow. 
It will gen- 
erally suck the finger, and about the 
next feed it should drink alone. 
You 
should not feed it fresh 
milk 
right 
along. 
Give one-half skimmed sweet 
milk until two weeks old, when it will 
make ja better animal for the purpose 


you are raising it, if fed sweet skimmed 
milk with tho addition of a very little 
oil meal or wheat bran—better, in fact, 
than if fed on whole milk. 
This manner 
of feeding will give a growthy calf of 
large eating capacity, which is very de- 
sirable iu a cow. 
We all know that 
tho more a cow eats the more butter sho 
•will make. 
She needs a certain amount 
to supply her body, and all ovei and 
above that sSe puts into tho bucket. 
Feed a calf on fresh milk and very rich 
leed, and it will get into tho habit of 
laying on flesh, and it will be hard to 
get rid of this characteristic in the cow. 
It IS a safe rule to discard any cow that 
gets fat while in full flow o( milk. 
You 
may be sure her milk is deficient in but- 
ter fats."

pigs are better than Marcti. 


The ration that only sustains life with- 
out growth is always fed at loss and 
should always be increased. 


Separate the 
brood sows and feed 
them less corn and more bran and oata» 
Make the change gradually. 


Keeping a dairy is a businesa that tho 
farmer should know something about 
before investmg too largely. 


Dry air slackened lime scattered over 
the foliage of roses, while the leaves are 
wet, will kill the rose slugs. 


The deeper the plowing for corn, so 
long as the soil is manured or fertilized 
to the full depth, the better. 


Economical feeding involves a knowl- 
edge of the needs of the animal as well 
as of tho composition of foods. 


Most grass seed is bad. Not more than 
fifty per cent, of that sold will germin- 
ate, and m some cases not more than five 
per cent. 


A popular orange in California is of 
pear shape, and is called the Joppa orange, 
because the seeds came originally from 
Palestine. 


Green manuring is an economical and 
effective method for restoring worn land, 
and rye is one of the best crops to uso 
for this purpose. 


Powdered white hellebore is the remedy 
for worms on currant and gooseberry ^ 
bushes and should be applied promptly 
at their first appearance. 


A hen that costs §1 to keep, and pro- 
duce loo eggs per year, besides raising a 
brood of chickens, pays as good a divi- 
dend as any stock you have. 


One noted wheat grower says that for 
wheat he wants the ground fine and firm, 
and that there is little or no danger of 
having the ground too firm. 


Barnyard manure contains every ele- 
ment that is found in plants, hence it is 
the one complete manure. 
Don't waste 
it, and then buy commercial fertilizers. 


A week may be gained in time by 
steeping seed corn in a solution of four 
ounces of saltpeter in a gallon 
of water 
and having it all soaked up by a peck of 
seed. 


Diversify the poultry business, as well 
as tho balance of 
the farm industries. 
Ducks, geese and turkeys give as good 
return as hens, and sometimes pay muctv 
better. 


Do not be persuaded that there is BO 
profit in washing your sheep before 
shearing. 
If well done the added value 
of tho wool will pay excellently for the 
time and labor required. 


It is said that in firm land the frost 
will go much deeper than in land that is 
loose. 
As it U desirable that tho frost 
should go deep it would appear very ad- 
vantageous to have the land as firm as 
possible, 


Draining is generally admitted to bo 
the correct remedy for wet lauds, and for 
the bad effects from wet seasons. 
Now 
we must learn that it is almost equally 
cliicient in preventing damage from GK* 
cessive droughts.

TONS OF GOLD AND SILVER.

VISIT TO T H E 
SUB-TRKASTJRT 
IN N E W YORK.

ments of gold from this port are 
V ^ ^ 
so enormous a visit to the city's 
greatest storage place for the 
precious metal is particularly interesting. 
It is the Sub-Treasury ou Wall street. 
By the courtesy of Assistant Tieasurer 
Ellis H. 
Roberts a representative of the 
Press was permitted to pass through the 
room where millions are counted weekly 
and watch the shining coins slip under 
the deft finders of the counters before 
they were put into ba£?s iind stored away 
with the millions in the vaults. 


The gold and silver coins are counted 
and examined in the room on the cast 
side of the building, while the minor 
coins, nickels and pennies, are handled 
in the room on the west side. 
Bags of 
money come in from all over the coun- 
try to be exchanged for silver or gold 
certiiicates. 
The theory is that all the 
coins are sorted before they are sent to 
the Sub-Treasury; but depositors some* 
times forget this, and the coins arc re- 
ceived kn sad mixtures—pennies, nickels, 
dime*», and silver and gold of all •de- 
nominations jumbled 
together in 
one 
bag. 
They must, of course, be sorted 
into dcQominations before they can be 
counted. 
Most of them come from rail- 
roads and other large corporations, and 
the companies which own the drop a 
ccnt in the slot machines send bags and 
bags of minor coin. 


Mr. John Winchell is ths gold expert 
of the Sub-Treasury. For nineteen years 
he has stood at one bench in the gold 
room, slipping the yellow shiners from 
the -bench into his hand and from his 
hand into the big scales and thence into 
canvas bags. 
His years of experience 
have given him an adroitness that places 
him at the head of gold handlers. 
Mr. 
Winchell is to-day the best gold coin ex- 
pert in the world. 
He is also the most 
rapicl counter 
of 
coins 
in 
the 
Sub- 
Treasury, where rapidity is second only 
to precision as a requirement. 
On last 
Tuesday 
he 
exammed 
and 
counted, 
verifying his count by weighing after- 
ward, $500,000 in gold. 
This is a good 
day's 
work, 
but 
Mr, 
Wmchell 
has 
counted $1,000,000 in double eagles be- 
tween 9 o'clock in the morning and 4 
in the afternoon. 


<*Look here,'' Mr. Wmchell said, tak- 
ing a live dollar gold piece from his 
pocket and throwing it into a pile of 
similar coins, *Hhat 
coia 
is two grains 
too 
heavy. 
Now, I'll lose it in 
the 
others, like this," stirring the mass of 
gold with his hand. 
iiud it." 


Spreading the coins out on the bench 
a search was made for it. No one found 
it until Mr. Winchell picked it up from 
under the searchers' noses. 


''You can readily see," continued the 
expert, '^that no lingers could be trained 
to 
perfect 
accuriicy. 
But the eye is 
quick 
and accurate to detect a coin 
which deviates from the United States 
standard. 
This is a counterfeit of gold 
and phitinum." 


After the coins are counted they are 
dumped into a scale and balanced with 
a weight of eighteen pounds, six ounces 
for every $5000. 
Then they are placed 
in bags which are raarke:l and stored in 
the vault down stairs. 
Light weights 
are marked L and returned to the sender, 
TJjey are then good as bullion only. 
Counterfeits are mutilate:! and returned 
lalso. 
For the good gold certiiicates are 
Issued. 


But if there is wealth here in the 
•ounting room how much more there is 
in the vault where the gold is stored. 
This is just off the large room where 
lihe clerical work is done. 
Tiie four 
walls of the vault are lined with small 
iockers, each one of which is capable of 
|holding half a million in gold coin. 
The 
aggregate is a tremendous sum of money, 
'i^hink of it! 
AVhen the vault is iilled 
Ithere are 
¡¿135,000,000 in this 
room 
ilone. 
Only seventy-live or eighty mil- 
[lions were there wlien the Press reporter 
:alled. 


When the Treasury people speak of a 
tialf a million by weight they say 


stored away as carefully as tho coins of 
greater value. 


The silver vault is a rather 
gloomy 
place, lighted with several jets which 
are kept continually burning. 
It looks 
like a huge wine cellar, only that instead 
of bottles of rare old grapes and sun- 
light, there arc rows on rows of canvas 
bags, each bag containing $1000. 
The 
vault is separated into bins whose sides 
are made of iron. 
So great is the pres- 
sure of the silver that these iron sides 
have been bent by 
ihe 
weight against ¡ 
them. 
Forty thousand dollars only was 
in the vault, but this is not more than 
half Its capacity. 


It is the custom of the assistant cash- 
ier, when escorting young ladies through 
the silver vault, 
to offer each 
one 
of 
them three bags of the coins if she can 
carry them away'at one time. They weigh 
sixty pounds each, so he is pretty safe 
in his offer. 
But a few davs since he 
m 


made the offer to a lady with whose mus- 
cular power he was not at all familiar. 
She Wis an athletic 
young 
miss, and, 
picking two of them up in one hand and 
carrying another easily m the other, she 
bade him follow on to protect her from 
the watchman, and walki^d easily down 
toward the stairway. 
He breathed more 
easily when she brought the bags back 
again to their place and 
laughed,—New 
York Press.

dozen of lives would have been

jeopardy,
